tion. The making of money by dishonest means 
is not only the reverse of innocent, bat is an 
operation devoid of suy permanent utility or 
se-vieo to mankind,. And-there is no methad of 
money making more distinctly dishouest than 
the npproprigtion of a trade-mark belonging 
to n wellinown firm with the object of push- 
ing the sale of a spuroud article. “Tt has 
long boon the boast of Briltsh jurinprudence
